• Sympathy between Capital and La- 
bor and a spirit of conference and 
mutual conciliaUon was tbe keynote 
of the address on "The Labor Sltua- 
Uon in Canada." deliverèd by .Senator 
Robertson, Federal Mlilater of Ubor. 
to a large audience of the McOlil Can- 
adian Club at Btralhcona Hall yester- 
«>ay evening. Senator Robertson 
spoke with conviction and Impressed 
everyone with bis deep knowledge of 
the great question of tbe hour. 

In Introducing the speaker. C. H. 
Adair laid emphaals on tbe fact that 
Senator Robertson spoke not as an 
arm-cbair theorist, but as a self-made 
man, who had known what It was to 
work all day and every day for a bare 
living wage. 

An aspect of prime importance with 
regard to tbe present Labor situation. 
Senator Robertson declared^- were, 
that as far as the question of unem- 
ployment and strikes were concerned 
tbe sltuaUon at the present time was 
irameasurcably botter than, it wasi 
three years before tbe war. StatlstlcH i 
were brought forward In support ofj 
this statement, and It was further 
shown that tbcro were more Jobs In 
exlstance than there wore mo nto fill 
tbm. I 

The war had a unifying effect on all 
clashes of society. Jjut djiring the year! 
1017 the steady riso^of the coat of llv-" 
ing, and the continuation of a pre-war 
ac^e of wages, bteiigiaaboutifcaatu-, 
ral condition of . unrest among the 
workers. 

It wais about this time that the large 
floating foreign population of Canada 
began to replace workers, who had 
enlisted and gone overaeas. These 
foreigners swarmed Into the various 
Trades Unions; in many cases enticed 
by tbe vain promise, of support on tbe 
return of the •men overseas. When 
the returned men arrived, however, 
tbe employers were in a great major- 
ity of cases as good as their word, and 
not only received back their former 
employees, but even made room for a 
great number of others. Hence the 
discontent of the forelgn-bom workers. 

Senator Robertson gave an account 
of the way In which some 300,000 re- 
turned soldiers as well as about 200,- 
000 civilians, engaged In war-work, 
bad been placed in positions by teh 
efforts of such organizations as the 
Soldiers Civil Reestabllsbment Bureau, 
and by the loyal help of ' citizens pa- 
triotic associations. . 

It waa explained/ why prices were 
still far above the pormol level. Part- 
ly because Capital was somewhat ner- 
vous about undertak'ng anything on a 
large scale, and part'.y because such 
enormous amounts of material lad 
been consum/ed by the war, from which 
no financial returns could ever j>o re- 
ceived. 

The speaker felt that under the cir- 
cumstances a few facts with regard to 
the Winnipeg strike might servo to 
show the culpability of its leaders, 
and that the alms of the Social Re- 
volutionary Party in Canada were to- 
tally at variance witb tbe aims Eind 
constitutional methods of tbe organ- 
ized Labor Party. 

In concluaion. Senator Robertson 
told of the great work which bad J)een 
accomplished onij; recently by con- 
ferences between the representatives 
of Manufacture^Bjj|t^M|ation8. As 
a resiilt of some'or'tnese conferences 
employers and employees bod united 
in sending representatives to the go- 
vernment, presenting their unanimous 
views' on tbe subject under discussion'. > 
Senator Roberts |> strongly recom- 1 
mended that . Federal and Provincial 
Legislation should be enacted forbid- 
ing either a strike or a lock-out before ' 
the matter hud been referred to anj 
Impartial committee for careful coh-< 
sideration. Special care should be 
taken by everyone to think for them-* 
selves, and not to be imduly Influenced 
the editorial expression of a powerful 
group of reactionary newspapers. 

At the close of the address Senator 
Robertson was bombarded with ques- 
tions by persons of all shades of opin- j 
Ion, and succeeded In answering" these j ' 
questions ii^i^^njsr entirely satis 
factory to tbe ''audfêncc.
